And 
this furely is tra enough ; the Cafe is plain, and 
cannot te difpured. 
Bur then hope youwouldnot plead for the Right 
of doing wrong; or fay, that the Church, in fuch 
Inftances, hath done her Duty, and not exceeded the 
Bounds of her Commiffion; and yet this abfurd Sup. 
pofition feems to lie atthe Botiom, as the Ground 
of what you fay. And the Reafon which you feem 


_to offer to prove that Right is Wrong, and thar 


we may co our Duty by aéting againft all Right and 
Reafor, is this, becaufe we are not infallible. But 
can any thing be more ridiculous ? Can the Want of 
Jofallibilicy jufufy us in violating the Laws o! 
Chrift, and a€ing contrary to the Obligations of 
moral Truth and Righteoufnef: ? 

Bur where we cannot come to the Knowled::c of 
the Truth, or where we have not yet Evidence fuf- 
ficient to form a clear and right Judgment, there is 
no Neceflity of judging or a@ing wrong: For, in 
fuch Cafes, we may, and oughr, to fufpend our Judy 
ments, and leave things in Statw quo, till by farthe: 
Enquiry we can obtain more Light, and better Infor 
mation, This is a natural and neceflary Obligation 
of Reafon, and what the Church would think her- 
felf bound to, were fueh Faith and Divinity con 
fillent with Common Senfe. 

Ir is poffible, Sir, this Letter may give great 
Offence ; but, if it fhould happen fo, I cannot help 
it: Tam fully and clearly perfuaded of the Trach 
of thefe Principles, and think them to be of Impor- 
tance, and therefore fha!l not decline any neceilary 
Defence of them.
